Prices  T>nid  for  Araerican  angles  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on 
Wednesday,  March  21,  1928,  sho"  a  further  increase  for  "barreled  stock, 
"but  bozed  varieties  continued  to  decline,  according  to  a  cable  received 
in  the  Foreign  Sert'ice  of  the  3vxreau  of  iigricultural  Scononics  from  Mr. 
EdT7 in  Smith,  the  Depai'tment ' s  Fruit  Specialist  in  3iTor>e.    The  leather 
in  the  Unit^^d  Kingdom  is  mostly  clear  and  temperate,  v/hich  may  be  con- 
sidered favorable  for  fruit  consumption. 

There  v^as  an  active  demand  for  Virginia  Albemarle  Pir)pins,  some 
U.  S.  lIo»  1,  24-  inch  fruit  selling  as  high  as  from  312.66  to  olo.l5  per 
barrel.     The  bulk  of  the  stock,  horever,  ranged  from  CilO.95  to  ^12.17 
as  against  oil.  19  to  ^;12,04  last  v;eek.    Virginia  Winesaps  ^^'ere  also 
keenly  competed  for,  U.  S.  IJo.  1,  2^  inch  stock  ranging  from  5^8.52  to 
io9/67  as  against  ??a.52  to  ^9.12  last  reek.     Only  light  su^:)"^lies  of 
barreled  a-nples  ha^'e  been  available  for  the  auction  during  the  past 
three  or  fo'jr  weeks. 

Supplies  of  ITashington  '','inesaps  this  reek  have  been  liberal. 
Extra  Fancy  fnxit,  sizes  150/163/175  bringing  from  $3.04  to  $5.28  as 
against  ^^3.53  to  33.59  -ner  box  last  veek,  a  reduction  of  a-n^ro:cinately 
30  cents  to  35  cents  per  box.     Sizes  IBd/smaller  of  Extra  Fanc^'  ^-TinesaiDs 
ranged  from  15  cents  to  30  cents  lower  than  last  reek.     The  Fancy  grades^ 
however,  brought  slightly  higher  prices,  sizes  150/163/175  ranging  from 
1^2,93  to  ^53.15  as  against  32.86  to  32.92  last  reek,  and  18B/smaller  fruit 
from  i?2.86  to  32.98  as  against  32.74  to  i?2.80  last  v;eek. 

Oregon  Yellor  IJerto'.vns  were  also  in  liberal  suunly  this  v/eek. 
The  demand  was  considerably  slorer,  Extra  Fancy  fruit,  sizes  150/163/175, 
ranging  from  32.74  to  32.86  as  against  35.89  to  34.08  last  reek,  a  re- 
duction of  from  31.15  to  31.20  Der  box.    The  Extra  Fancy  gr?de  of  sizes 
183/sraaller  also  declined.     The  Fancy  grades,   sizes  150/163/175  ranged 
from  35.41  to  J^3.71  as  against  $3.65  last  reek,  and  sizes  188/smaller 
from  ip2.68  to  $3.53  as  against  33.28  to  33.41  last  reek.
